a truck he had left to be re- 
paired, accompanied by a man 
named “Ralph.” 

The garagman, according to 
the officers, didn’t know 
“Ralph’s” last name, but he'd 
heard his wife had had a baby 
Sept. 21, in the Stockton area: 
This led police to cull 
through birth. reports, - until 
they found the last name of*a 
woman confined on Sept. 21 
whose husband’s first name 
was “Ralph.” 

The latter procedure tuner 
up the name, Ruiz, but no. ad- 
dress. 

However, a check of more 
than 200 prescription renew- 
al forins*at*a ‘drug ‘store pat-’ 
ronized by Mrs. Ruiz turned 
up an address; Ruiz and his 
wife lived with her father 
near Oakdale. 

Ruiz, on being apprehended, 
admitted being involved with 
Lane in holdups in San José, 
Santa Clara and Walnut Creek. 

He admitted being with 
Lane, also, police said, on the 
day of the crime and said that 
he was driving Lane’s truck, 
outside the parking let where 
officer Lyle was shot, at the 
time the shooting started. 

His ‘admissions were con- 
firmed, police said, by. the fact 
that they found the truck 
abandoned in Mountain. View, 
where Ruiz said it would be. 
Found also were a gun convert- 
ed into a machine gun, and a 
45-caliber pistol which Ruiz ad- 
mitted was his. 

TRIES SUICIDE

Airport May Have 
Promising Future 


County Manager Robert Stallings is fairly well con- 
vinced, it’s reported, that the Palo Alto airport in San 
Mateo county is some day going to become a major ter- 
minal for aircraft operations. 

With this in mind, he’s put the county down for a 
share of the cost of a master plan and survey; the latter 
ig supposed to cover such matters as what the potential 
of the airport really is, what facilities it will need in 
order to accommodate this potential, and whether it should 
be run by San Mateo county or the city of Palo Alto.

This survey, it would seem, is going to have to be 
based on a lot of decisions which haven't been made yet. 
For instance, there are moves afoot to have most 
of the bayside land south of the airport, in Palo Alto, 
classified for industry; industries these days like to 
have access to air transportation and some of them are 
in a position where company planes are attractive 
as tools of the trade. 

It would be interesting, also, to know what percent- 
age of the patrons of San Francisco International Airport 
come from an area within 15 miles of the Palo Alto facility. 
These “customers’— both tourist travellers and business- 
men bound some place in a hurry — might well form the 
nucleus of trade for an airport closer to home. 

Beyond this, there are considerations of noise or the 
abatement thereof. Are residences going to be built any 
nearer to the airport's lands than they are now? And if so, 
is this a limit on growth of the facility and the traffic that 
will be allowed to originate there? 

There are engineering considerations, of which we 
don’t even pretend to know the extent. How long can the 
runways be made to extend, without the prodigious cost 
of filling in part of the bay? How many runways, of what 
length, would be best for the facility? How thick should 
they be? What direction should they point? 

We agree with Stalling’s reported view that the airport 
has a great potential and that, as population and industry 
continue to move to the area, its aircraft terminals must 
keep in step.

work.

In garbage and refuse disposal, the actual work 
has to be done by a crew of men, on the ground. 
They either have to burn the stuff, or bury it. Having 
a “company office” some place between there and the 
district's headquarters in the county scat doeswt help 
get rid of the garbage. 

As things now stand the district manager is in direct 
charge of the “fill and cover” operation northeast of Bay- 
shore highway; he’s in direct contact with his men and 
directly involved in all negotiations for fill material, water 
for fighting fires, and the like. 

This direct approach should pay off. 

A subcontractor who gets the job — if the disposal dis- 
trict’s board of trustees ever decides to try that method of 
operation again —is going to have to figure out some

College Tells Policy 


Editor, the Recorder: 

The impending election to determine if 
the Sequoia High School District wishes 
to join the San Mateo Junior College Dis- 
trict has prompted many residents of the 
Sequoia High School District (particularly 
Menlo and Atherton) to ask if it will be 
possible for them to continue attendance 
at Foothill College. 

Because there may be possible misunder- 
standing on this matter, the Board of 
Trustees of the Foothill College District 
has specified a policy decision which they 
have instructed me, as Secretary of the 
Board, to transmit to the editors of the 
newspapers of the area. 

Before outlining the policy statement, I 
would like to indicate the reason the Board 
made this unanimous decision. The Board 
of ‘Trustees of the Foothill College Dis- 
trict is responsible to the taxpayers of the 
Foothill District to protect the fiscal in- 
tegrity of the District. So long as the

Because of the heavy financial burden 
that this would impose upon the Foothill 
District, the Foothill Board has gone on 
record as indicating that it will not ac- 
cept students from the Sequoia High 
School District if it joins the San Mateo 
Junior College District, except that those 
students who are already attending Foot- 
hill College and wish to continue will be 
permitted to do so. The Superintendent 
of the San Mateo Junior College District 
has indicated that releases would be 
granted and mutually satisfactory finan- 
cial arrangements would be negotiated. 

This policy action on the part of the 
Foothill Board is not to be construed as 
an indication that the junior colleges of 


Sequoia High School District remains a 
free territory, Foothill College will collect 
from San Mateo County the actual ex- 
penses for students attending Foothill Col- 
lege from the Sequoia District. 
hundred thirty-nine students from the Se- 
quoia District are enrolled this year at 
Foothill College, and the actual cost per 
student (including legislatively provided 
$300 rental charges) will be approximately 
$835 for a total of $283,065. 

By next year the 389 Sequoia District 
enrollees should increase to about 600 so 
that the Foothill District taxpayer would 
have to actually expend about $310,000 
(535 estimated operating expense per stu- 
legally provided 
rental allowance of $44 per student. For 
the $310,000 actually expended by the 
Foothill District there would be no repay- 
ment except for a limited State subven- 


dent x 600) plus the

Within the next few weks, if 
the present schedule of activi- 
ty is maintained, the Menlo 
Park police department will be 
moved into its new station- 
house. 

The old station — the “tem- 
porary” one that the depart- 
ment moved into 12 years ago 
— is then going to be torn 
down. 

There may be some doubt 
about that, though, because ev- 
en with the best intentions of 
removal, those old Dibble Hos- 
pital ward buildings in the ci- 
vie center-Stanford Village ar- 
ea have shown a remarkable 
durability. ‘ 

By comparison with the 
present police station, the 
new one nearing completion 
is pretty spacious. It’s not as 


Callan Asks ; 
State Aid 
For Survivors 


San Mateo county supervi- 
sors this week were to hear a 
request that the county’s state 
senator and assemblymen be 
asked for action for the aid of 
widows and orphans of peace 
officers slain in the line of 
duty. 

The request for action was 
to be made by Supervisor Tom 
Callan, and stems directly 
from the shooting of Officer 
John Lyle here. 

Callan contends that action 
should be taken on the state 
level. : 

He stated that it is a crime 
that widows of peace officers, 
who have small children, must 
be dependent upon a pitifully 
inadequate pension from the 
state compensation fund. 

“T realize,’ Supervisor Cal- 
lan said, “that smaller cities 
cannot afford to continue the 
full salary of a slain officer. In 
San Francisco, widows draw 
his full salary so long as they 
do not remarry and, if they re- 
marry, the full salary goes to 
the children. 

“The legislature should with- 
out question set up some type 
of state law to help widows of 
these officers who are killed 
on duty and who leave small 
children. Peace officers are 
paid by local communities, but 
it is the state’s police powers 
they exercise. 

“Of course, it is too late now 
for the state to help the widow 
of the late John Lyle, young 
Menlo Park police officer kill- 
ed by a car thief in our coun- 
ty, but it is not too late to help 
the family of some other peace 
officer who may be slain in the 
future. 

“T urge the citizens of our 
county to support the fund now 
being raised for John Lyle’s 
family.”

lavish as the architect would 
have liked to have had it, but 
it may appear to some that 
the present police force is 
going to “rattle around” in 
it, because there seems to be 
more than enough space for 
the 29 officers and men of 
the department. 


The department, however, 
will have good use for the 
space provided. For one thing, 
they’ll be able to keep more 
files better, and have better 
access to them. “A police de- 
partment is no better than its 
filing system,” in the words of 
experts in the subject, and 
lack of space has limited the 
department heretofore in this 
regard. 

It’ll be possible, also, for 
each inspector to have his own 
office. Heretofore, they’ve had 
to “double up”; this means in- 
terruptions of interviews and 
talks with citizens, and hasn’t 
made anybody’s work any easi- 
er. 

The new building also 
boasts an assembly hall, 
where instruction of mem- 
bers of the police reserve 
and other groups can be con- 
ducted. Heretofore, such 
meetings have been scatter- 
ed around in other buildings 
of the civic center group. 

The detention rooms which 
are included in the building 
might seem like a somewhat 
needless luxury, since plans 
call for only “temporary” con- 
finement in them. The county 
jail is still where people will 
be held. 

As planned, the cells in the 
local jail will be used only for 
short periods, such as when a 
person is arrested during hours 
of heavy traffic, when a patrol 
ear cannot be spared to take 
him to Redwood City. 

It should be fresh in the me- 
mory of everybody that an 
emergency requiring all hands 
can oecur in an instant, at any 
hour. 

There are a couple of other 
rooms in the new station which 
have been sorely missed in the 
old one. 

An “evidence room” is one 
of them. It’s simply a room 
of adequate size in which the 
officers can lock various it- 
ems. The present station’s 
“evidence room” is a sort of 
closet, built by the police as 
an afterthought, and it has 
neither the size or security 
which good care of property 
demands. 

There’s a pistol range and an 
officers’ locked room in the 
basement. 

Here again, the new build- 
ing only provides what the de- 
partment should have had all 
along. Officers have been hard- 
put to even keep their foul 
weather gear out of the way 
and they’ve had to use pistol 
ranges in other cities threugh 
the years. 

The station compared with 
the old one is a marvelous ad- 
vance. Beyond that, it’s design- 
ed to be adequate for a city 
of possibly 40,000 residents so 
the margin of unused facilities 
really isn’t overly-big. 

And other than that, it mere- 
ly provides up-to-date facilities 
which the police should have 
had long ago,
